General Butler Mobilizes 
National Guard in Ef- 
fort To Reach Village in 
Race With Death.

Montgomery, Ala., March 14—~ 
Four thousand persons, the entire 
population of Elba, at the confluence 
of the Pea river and White Water 
creek, Alabama, are threatened with 
death by the sudden inundation of 
their town. 


Broadcasting a radio appeal last 
night, Governor Bibb Graves, of Ala- 
bama, expressed fear that failure of 
speedy rescue would mean “all will 
be dead,’’ 


Urgent appeals for help were re- 
ceived from the stricken town short- 
ly before telegraph and telephone com- 
munication was broken, presumably 
by rising waters that flooded offices. 

Scores of lives were endangered 
unless boats reached the town by mid- 
night, A. E. Lee, of Enterprise, in- © 
formed local relief workers. Lee said 
his last reports were that water flood- 
ed through the streets of Elba up 
to a depth of 10 feet in midafternoon 
and was still rising steadily as the 
torrents came down from the water-. 
shed of Pea river and White Water 
creek. Rains pouring throughout last 
night continued unabated ‘here tonight, 
adding to the torrents feeding creeks 
and rivers throughout this section.

When Secretary Kellogg delivers 
the department of state to his suc- 
Secretary Stimson, he will

the world’s acknowledgments that 
he has very measurably advanced 
the march of mankind toward the 
goal of world peace. 

The peace of the world must al- 
wavs depend upon the good faith 
and honor of the governments of 


the nations. The greater publicists 


of this nation have always realized! 
that and have constantly sought to | 
illustrate such good faith and honor | 


by the conduct of the United States. 
Their example, as Grover Cleveland 
predicted it would, has steadily 
made its convincing impression 
upon the publicists of other nations. 
The occasion and effects of the 
world war enhanced enormously 
their appreciation of the values of 
international agencies of concilia- 
tions and arbitrations. 

Taking advantage of the condi- 
tions, and following the indices 
afforded by the celebrated Bryan 
treaties in those interests, Secretary 
Kellogg has diplomatically and sedu- 


lously drawn the principal powers | 
of civilization into a concordat to, 
renounce war as an instrument of | 


national and international policy. 
On first and casual consideration 


other nation may not visualize the 
far-reaching efficiency of the con- 
cordat which has been reached by 
the high contracting powers. He 
may look upon it as a mere multi- 
lateral paper promise. But the deep- 
est wounds ‘often heal by “‘first in- 
tention’ and the open wound of 
war-ménace may now promise to be 
healed by that same process. 
Arbitration or armaments are the 
alternatives to be chosen by all na- 
tions which hope to maintain their 
rights, territories, and independ- 
ence. The public sentiment of the 
world now urges the substitution of 
the first method for the second.

A bill raising the state gasoline sales 
tax to six cents a gallon, companion 
measure of the $65,000,000 state high- 
way bond issue bill now awaiting the 
governors approval, was ordered en- 
rolled for ratification by the South 
Carolina house of representatives to- 
day.

REPORT OF ROOT 
ON WORLD COURT 
IS PASSED OVER 


Geneva, March 14.—(4)—The re- 
port of Elihu Root concerning the 
terms of allegiance of the United 
States to the world court did not come 
up at today’s session of the jurists 
commission which took under discus- 
sion whether judges in the court 
should be permitted to write books, 
give lectures, try legal cases dnd do 
various other things which might be 
incompatible with their duties. 

After listening for some time, Mr. 
Root intervened with the remark that 
the judges should not be tied down toa 
closely. The court needs eminent men 
and to get these the jurists must re- 
pose complete confidence in them and 
assume that they will do the right 


In view of the desirability of having 
all amendments to the court statutes 
ratified by the governments before the 
court’s elections of 1930, a tendency 
has been shown by the jurists to make 
as few amendments as possible and to 
embody changes in resolutions to be 
adopted by the assembly of the League 
of Nations.

MEDBURY FORT (MONDAY.) 


Medbury fort lies on the estuary of 
the Thames, and had been, until a 
short while before the great war, one 
of the chain of forts in the Thames 
and Medway defenses. The evolution 
of coastal defense artillery had ren- 
dered it obsolete. The modern 6-inch 
and 9.2-inch guns were now sited at 
the mouth of the river, where their 
increased range could be effectively 
pmployed. The fort was a square, 
each side being two hundred yards in 
Jeneth. At eath corner was a rectan- 
eular bastion—relicts of an obsolete 
form warfare—designed to afford 
mutual protection and enfilade fire 
nleng the outer walls of the fort. In 
ench bastion was the turntable for the 
huge SQ-ton guns formerly mounted 
there: the guns themselves had gone; 
the phosphor bronze and other valu- 
able parts removed, and the barrels 
sawn into segments by oxyacetylene 
flame and finally reduced to the basic 
metal. They had never fired a shot 
in anger. Indeed, the fort itself, from 
the day of its completion in 1809, 
had never played the role which it had 
heen so carefully and expensively con-

structed to fulfill. The massive walls 
rose a full 40 feet above the dyke, | 
itxelf 20 feet deep and 40 feet wide, | 
which entirely surrounded the fort. | 
Entrance to the interior was permit- | 
ted by a drawbridge on the south side | 
overlooking the river, from the banks | 
ef which the fort was separated by | 
an towpath. <At this point the walls | 
were pierced by an archway. From | 
the interior of this archway a door 
led directly to a small room used as 
a guardroom; on the far side of this 
reom a narrow stone staircase formed 
the sole entrance to the officers’ mess 
and quarters. The quarters were 
built into the outer wall of the fort. 
The mess, consisting of anteroom, din- 
ing room, kitchen and offices. were 
on the opposite side, looking into the 
interior of the fort. <A block of huts 
had been erected on the square, so 
that the men should no longer’ be 
forced to occupy the damp casements 
which formed the original accommoda- 
tion for the garrison of the fort. The 
officers’ quarters remained unchang- 
el. The occupant of one of these 
quarters obtained avery fair idea of 
what life must have been like in a 
mediaeval castle. When the fort had 
been condemned for coastal defense 
purposes it had been utilized to accom- 
modate troops during their annual 
musketry course. ‘The rifle ranges 
were sitnated on the marshy ground 
immediately outside the fort, parallel 
to the river. 

The party. now temporarily oecupy- 
ing the mess and quarters consisted 
of Major Preece, Captain Wape, com- 
manding A company; Lepean, his sub- 
Iiarris, the assistant ad- 
jutant of the battalion.

DIPLOMATIC ATTACHES 
DRIVE LIQUOR TRUCKS 


Washington, March 14.—(#)—Driv- 
ing liquor laden trucks has been added 
to the activities of diplomatic attaches 
as a result of the effort to tighten 
prohibition lines around Washington. 

Private truck owners who have been 
entrusted with embassy liquor ship- 
ments were warned by Washington po- 
lice some time ago that they would be 
arrested if caught with such a load 
unless accompanied by an attache hav- 
ing credentials proving the right of 
immunity. 

In the first attempt to comply with 
this policy, the attache who was as- 
signed to accompany the embassy liq- 
uor followed the truck in his private 
automobile. Police objected, however, 
that this did not give the truck im- 
munity, making it necessary for the 
attaches to sacfifice their comfort to 
the extent of riding with the liquor. 

Taking the idea in a sporting spir- 
it, and exemplifying the meticulousness 
with which the embassies have 1t- 
tempted to comply with rulings affect- 
ing the exercise of their immunity un- 
der the prohiibtion law, they appar- 
ently have decided to go even further 
than the police requested. 

After hiring a truck to bring in a 
supply of the legally imported liquor 
yesterday, an attache of one of the 
embassie not only rode with it, but took 
over the wheel and personally drove 
it into the city.

FUNERALS SATURDAY 


Greenville, S. C., March 14.—(4)— 
The nine victims of the tornade which 
last night swirled down in a devastat- 
ing swath across the little town of 
Six Mile in Pickens county will be 
buried with a community funeral at 
Six Mile Baptist church Saturday 
morning at 10 o'clock. f 

The funeral will be held for all nine 
of the dead and they will then be in- 
terred in Six Mile cemetery, under 
the shadow of the hills across which 
the twister tore last night to exact 
its toll; The little community of a 
quarter of a thousand persons was still 
dazed today, but after an early survey 
of the ruin wrought by the storm, 
plans went forward for burial of the 
dead first, and then rehabilitation of 
the half dozen or so homes that were 
swept away. 

The dozen or so persons who were 
injured were resting well today at 
the little frame hospital in Six Mile 
and only one, Mrs. Wesley Curtiss, 
may not survive, according to physi- 
cians late today. Little Mary -Alta 
Garrett, 3, who was also seriously 
injured, was reported to have a good 
chance of recovery. Most of the in- 
jured were being treated at the town 
hospital, though some were in the 
homes of relatives or friends. 

Additional rainfall, which set in 
about daybreak today, added to the dif- 
ficulty of communication with the out- 
side world. Roads in the vicinity be- 
came virtually impassable. 

Relief agencies from Greenville of- 
fered aid today, though this proved 
unnecessary.
